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The First Resurrection

I have been requested, by correspond- 
ence, to write a piece on the rapture. The 
word “rapture” is not found in the 
Scriptures but it is used in referring to 
Jesus’ return to catch away His waiting 
bride and take her from this earth. It 
means an act of transporting, hurrying 
along. It is impossible to write on the 
rapture without taking up the theme of 
the resurrection and we will write firs: 
on “The First Resurrection.” Our piece 
will be divided into two parts because it 
will be too much to get it all in one is- 
sue of the paper. 


Text, Rev. 20:6, Blessed and holy is he 
that hath part in the first resurrection: 
on such the second death hath no power.” 


The Bible is written in types and 
shadows and we get the type of the re- 
surrection from the Jewish harvest. In 
Ex. 22:29 we have the first advice given 
by the Lord to Moses. “Thou shalt not 
delay to offer the first of thy ripe fruits.” 
Here Moses is advising the children of 
Israel God’s will concerning the product 
of their land. In Leviticus we have a 
direct proclamation as to how they 
should offer their fruits. Lev. 23:10, 11. 
“Speak unto the children of Israel, and 
say unto them, When ye be come into 
the land which I give unto you, and 
shall reap the harvest thereof, then ye 
shall bring a sheaf of the firstfruits of 
your harvest unto the priest: And he 
shall wave the sheaf before the Lord, to 
be accepted for you: on the morrow af- 
ter the sabbath the priest shall wave it.” 

Here are the firstfruits of the harvest. 
The resurrection began when Jesus rose, 
Matt. 28:1-9, and it will not be over un- 
til the tribulation saints are resurrected. 
They took the sheaf of the harvest first 
to the priest and he waved the sheaf to 
the Lord and blessed it. They kneaded 
the wheat after it was threshed and made 
loaves and this was for the priest only. 
Lev. 23:70. Then after the main harvest 
was reaped they took an offering of the 
best shocks of wheat and this was called 
the offering of the main harvest which 
revreserts the raptured saints spoken of 
in 1 Thess. 4:13-17. In Lev. 23:22 they 
are commanded not to reap around the 
corners of the fields, neither were the 
owners of the fields to gather any glean- 
ings for thev should be for the poor. This 
represents the tribulation saints. Not a 
grain or head of wheat was left after the 
gleaners followed the reapers. Every child 
of God who doesn’t go in the rapture will 
be slain during the last three and a half 
years of the tribulation week and they 
represent the gleanings of the harvest. 


All the references to the resurrection 
or the rapture in the Bible are taken from 
the types of the Jewish harvest. 1 Cor. 
15:20-24, “But now is Christ risen from 
the dead and become the firstfruits of 
them that slept. For since by man came 
death, by man came also the resurrection 
of the dead. For as in Adam all die, even 
so in Christ shall all be made alive. But 
every man in his own order: Christ the 
firstfruits; afterward they that are 
Christ’s at His coming. Then cometh the 
end, when he shall have delivered up the 
kingdom of God, even the Father; when 
he shall have put down all rule and all 
authority and power.” This was written 
by Paul who was a student of the Bible 
and he refers to Lev. 23 when he tells 
us that Christ became the firstfruits and 
afterward those that are Christ’s. 

In Matt. 27:51-53, we have these 
words, “And, behold, the veil of the 
temple was rent in twain from the top 
to the bottom; and the earth did quake, 
and the rocks rent; and the graves were 
opened; and many bodies of the saints 
which slept arose, and came out of the 
graves after his resurrection, and went 
into the holy city, and appeared unto 
many.” These are the saints who had 
died before Jesus was crucified, and at 
His resurrection they came out of the 
graves. This doesn’t mean their souls 
and bodies were together in the graves, 
but it means that Jesus had power to 
bring forth their bodies and _ reunite 
them with their souls. These are the ones 
who accepted deliverance when Jesus 
went down into the bowels of the earth 
and preached to the spirits in prison and 
He brought them out. 1 Peter 18:22. The 
inference is that the spirits who were 
justified went down into this paradisaical 
realm and when Jesus came forth He 
brought them out and took them up to 
paradise, the abode of the soul, as He 
went up to this heavenly place. 


There are so many thirgs said about the 
soul, the glorified body, and the change. 
Of course, we will have our glorified 
bodies and they will be immortal, but one 
thing we notice is that the people knew 
them. This makes me feel sure that there 
will be a resemblance of the natural 
man. Now this doctrine is as old as the 
Bible. We read in Job 19:25-27, “For I 
know that my redeemer liveth, and that 
he shall stand at the latter day upon the 
earth: and though after my skin worms 
destroy this body, yet in my flesh shall 
I see God: whom I shall see for myself, 
and mine eyes shall behold, and not 
another; though my reins be consumed 
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within me.” Job seems to understand 
that in the last days he will get to see 
his Lord and that as Jesus stands upon 
the earth, though Job’s body has been 
destroyed by skin worms, he in his flesh 
shall see God. Job will be in his glorified 
body and though he will have his perfect 
body, yet he seems to possess the sense 
of sight and in fact the five senses of 
the body will be real. 

In Dan. 12:2, 3 we have these words, 
“And many of them that sleep in the 
dust of the earth shall awake, some to 
everlasting life, and some to shame and 
everlasting contempt. And they that be 
wise shall shine as the brightness of the 
firmament; and they that turn many to 
righteousness as the stars for ever and 
ever.” This proves that out of the dust 
of the earth there is something there that 
God will bring forth. The righteous or 
they that be wise will come forth with 
great splendor. 

All these scriptures prove beyond a 
doubt that there will be a resurrection of 
the body. Jesus tells His followers, John 
14:19, latter clause, “Because I live ye 
shall live also.” This has reference to His 
power to give life to the righteous 
saints. John 5:28, 29, “Marvel not at 
this: for the hour is coming, in the which 
all that are in the graves shall hear his 
voice, and shall come forth; they that 
have done good, unto the resurrection of 
life; and they that have done evil, unto 
the resurrection of damnation.” Not all 
the dead will hear the voice of the Son 
of God at His return to raise the right- 
eous dead and catch away the living 
saints, but it is plainly taught that there 
will be a resurrection from, that is, the 
righteous will come out from among the 
wicked dead. Rom. 1:4, “And declared 
to be the Son of God with power, ac- 
cording to the spirit of holiness, by the 
resurrection from the dead.” This proves 
positively that not all the dead will come 
forth at the time Jesus returns to take 
His saints away. 

Paul in writing to the church, 1 Thess. 
4:13-17, gives them a thorough explana- 
tion of the return of the Lord in glory, 
and he tells them that the dead in Christ 
shall rise first and we which are alive and 
remain unto the coming of the Lord 
shall not prevent them which are asleep, 
for the Lord Himself shall descend from 
heaven with a shout, with the voice of 
the archangel, and with the trump of 
God, and the dead in Christ shall rise 
first: then we which are alive and re- 
main shall be caught up together with 
them in the clouds, to meet the Lord in 
the air: and so shall we ever be with the 
Lord. 

The resurrection of Christ is the ar- 
gument, claim, and assurance of the re- 
surrection of all believers for God has

THE VITAL QUESTION 

“And Moses was an hundred and 
twenty years old when he died: his eye 
was not dim, nor his natural force 
abated” (Deut. 34:7). 

The passing of time has brought me to 
my twenty-first birthday. I look ahead 
into the future, and wonder what it 
holds. 

There are no worries in my mind con- 
cerning what those years will bring 
forth, if Jesus has not come yet. If I 
follow Jesus, He will see that I go the 
right course during those years that lie 
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ahead. My chief desire at the present 
time for those periods to come is, that 
I may be able to be active on the field of 
battle, when death presents his summons. 
If there is any sight that strikes pain to 
my heart it is that of an old minister, 
who is listed by the governing body of 
his denomination as a retired minister. 
Never in my short career have I seen a 
minister who kept his hand in God's, 
placed on retired list, because of old age. 
To my mind, death is the only discharge 
that permits us to honorably withdraw 
from God’s army. I firmly believe that if 
we can remain submissive to God’s lead- 
ings, that He will see that His will is 
worked out to the fullest extent in our 
lives. 

I have been privileged, the past few 
years, to sit under the preaching of, and 
enjoying a personal friendship with the 
oldest minister in our own Council. If 
there is any man to-day, of whom it 
could be said, as of Enoch, that he 
walked with God, to my mind, it is Rev. 
C. J. Ferneau. To everyone who knows 
him, these words are true. Eighty years 
of age, and still a2 marveolus fire-brand 
for God. It is wonderful the way in 
which God is making the closing years 
of his life, the most fruitful. 

Dr. H. C. Morrison, at the age of sev- 
enty-nine, is carrying on a work that 
would do credit to three younger men. 
A great preacher, and a mighty influ- 
ence for good, yet a very old man, ac- 
cording to the modern standards for 
measuring age. 

These two warrior saints are examples 
of what God can do for a person in their 
old age, if they only serve and trust Him 
fully. We younger folks like to rejoice 
in our youth, and at times even go so far 
as to try to eliminate the older folks 
from the picture. However, it might be 
interesting to note that age may not be 
a barrier to progress, even in material 
things, as well as spiritual. 

Between the ages of seventy and 
eighty-three, Commodore Vanderbilt 
added about one hundred million dollars 
to his fortune. 

Verdi, at seventy-four, composed 
Othello, his masterpiece, and at eighty- 
five, Ave Maria and Te Deum. 

At the age of seventy-nine, Oliver W. 
Holmes, wrote “Over the Teacups.” 

Cato, at eighty began the study of the 
Green language. 

Goethe, at eighty, completed, ‘‘Faust.” 

Tennyson, at eighty-three wrote, 
“Crossing the Bar.” 

Titian, at ninety-eight, painted his 
historic picture, “Battle of Lepanto.” 

Surely, if these above-mentioned men 
could do such marvelous things in the 
material world, after reaching such ad- 
vanced ages, do we need fear, who have

PRAYING FOR THE PREACHER 


“Now I beseech you, brethren,..... 
that ye strive together with me in your 
prayers to God for me,” Rom. 15:30; 
“Ye also helping together by prayer for 
us,” 2 Cor. 1:11; “Praying always.... 
for all saints; and for me,” Eph. 6:18, 
19; “Always laboring fervently for you 
in prayers,” Col. 4:12. 

According to these references it cer- 
tainly is scriptural to pray for your 
preacher, who can tell the difference it 
would make.There can be no doubt— 
that the “prayer that changes things” 
will work here as well as in other things. 
Have you tried it? 

The preacher has a great responsibility 
upon him. Paul felt this. He expressed 
his feelings when he said, “Woe is me if 
I preach not the gospel.” In making these 
urgent calls upon men who could pray 
he shows the value he places on prayer 
and expresses his dependence on _ the 
prayers of the saints. He makes it ap- 
pear that they are his helpers, and real 
ones at that. Who could think it an or- 
dinary service to be “always laboring 
fervently in prayer” for another? And 
here is Paul’s earnest request for prayers 
that the Word of the Lord which he 
preaches “may have free course and be 
glorified” and that he “may be delivered 
from unreasonable and wicked men.” 2 
Thess. 3: 1, 2. Let us take hold anew and 
pray for the preacher. 

Not praying at him. The habit of 
praying at people is far from being god- 
ly, is cowardly if not devilish. We be- 
lieve that if we were too cowardly to 
talk plainly to any one we would not go 
around by the throne of God to attack 
them. 

Why pray for the preacher? Because 
it is scriptural. Paul was continually 
asking the churches to pray for him. We 
are to be like Aaron and Hur, holding

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The Personality of the Holy Ghost

We are told that when the Greek New 
Testament employs the masculine, per- 
sonal pronoun “he” with the neuter 
noun “spirit”, the noun represents a per- 
son. Our Lord in speaking of the Holy 
Ghost, says: ‘When he, the Spirit of 
truth, is come, he will guide you into all 
truth: for he shall not speak of himself; 
but whatsoever he shall hear, that shall 
he speak: and he will shew you things to 
come,” John 16:13. In this verse of Scrip- 
ture the personal pronoun in the mascu- 
line gender is used six times, with a 
noun which, in the original, is said to be 
neuter; besides, there are five distinct 
acts ascribed to the Holy Ghost which 
by no figure of speech could be ascribed 
to an impersonal object. 


The Holy Scriptures constantly speak 
of the Holy Ghost in language which re- 
veals Him as a distinct, intelligent per- 
son. He is spoken of as exercising the 
functions of emotion, thought, and voli- 
tion, which belong to a distinct per- 
sonality of the divine Trinity. The Son 
glorifies the Father, John 14:13. The 
Holy Spirit glorifies the Son, John 16: 
14. The attributes proper only to the 
Most High God are ascribed to Him: 1. 
Omnipresent, Psa. 139:7; Eph. 2: 17- 
18. Omnipotent, Luke 1:35; Rom. 8:11. 
3. Omniscient, 1 Cor. 2:10, 11. 4. Holy, 
1 Thess. 4:8. 5. True, John 14:17. 6. 
Eternal, Heb. 9:14. 

Personal power of rational under- 
standing and will are ascribed to Him, 
1 Cor, 2:10-13; 12:11; Eph. 4:3. He was 
seen in the form of a dove, Matt. 3:16. 
He can feel and be grieved, Eph. 4:30; 
tempted, Acts 5:9; a sinner can resist 
Him, Acts 7:51; one can lie to Him, 
Acts 5:3; He can be quenched, 1 Thes. 
5:19; He works, 1 Cor. 12:11; Acts 
8:39; He performs multitudes of per- 
sonal acts, as teaching, speaking, warn- 
ing, etc., Mark 13:11; Acts 15:28; 16: 
6, 7; 20:23; Rom. 8:15, 16; 1 Cor. 6: 
19; witnessing and empowering in lives 
of men, Mark 16:15, 16; Acts 2:2, 16, 


17; John 15:12, 16, 17, 26; 16:13; 
Luke 24: 48, 49; Acts 1:8. The func- 
tions which are applied to the Holy 


Ghost reveal personality, not a manifes- 
tation, emination or an influence, but a 
personality of divine nature of the 
Trinity. 

Speaking or sinning against the Holy 
Ghost has been defined as blasphemy. 
It signifies defamatory or injurious usage 
of speech against the Holy Ghost, at- 
tributing His divine power to the pow- 
er of Satan, Mark 3:28, 30; Matt. 12: 
31, 32. Speaking against, lying to, 
tempting, resisting, or grieving, cannot 


effect an influence, but can a personali- 
ty. Other sins than the above mentioned 
will cause you to lose your soul in hell. 
Sins confessed and repented of will be 
forgiven, but for the sin against the Holy 
Ghost there is no forgiveness—pro- 
tracted series of daring deeds committed 
against the striving of the Spirit, against 
the call or impulse of the Holy Ghost. In 
this presistent grieving the doomed man 
passes unconsciously or indifferently 
from one degree of sin to another until 
the hardened heart or conscience cannot 
be aroused and the moral boundry is 
crossed where repentance and faith are 
impossible, as the poet has said, and is 
true to scriptural teaching. 


“There is a line, by eye unseen, 
That crosses every path— 

The hidden boundry between, 
God’s mercy and His wrath. 

To pass the limit is to die, 
To die as if by stealth; 

It does not quench the beaming eye 
Or pale the gloom of death. 

Oh, where is this mysterious bound 
By which our path is crossed, 

Beyond which God Himself hath 

sworn 

That He who goes is tosr2” 


It is said that during an extensive re- 
vival in a college town in America some 
years ago, a number of students met and 
as if led by Satan himself, pierced veins 
in each other’s arms, mingled their blood, 
and with it signed a formal resolve that 
they would resist forever God’s Spirit 
and the religion of Christ. Their convic- 
tion ceased, not one was saved, subse- 
quently one by one they died in despair, 
the dark gloom of eternal ruin hanging 
over them. They despised the evidence of 
truth knowingly. They sirned against 
judgment, light, and conscience, made 
their own record, and in this they ap- 
proached the awful point “depart.” Not 
one, perhaps, committed the unpardona- 
ble sin, the sin against the Holy Ghost, 
but persistent, daring deeds had their re- 
sults. 

The prophecy of the Holy Ghost dis- 
pensation and His grant of power for 
His work will be found listed below: 


Prophecy.—Isa. 44:3; Joel 2:28; Zech. 
12:10; Matt. 3:11; Luke 3:16; Acts 1: 
5; Luke 24:49-53. Christ speaking in the 
last day that great day of the feast, stood 
and cried, saying, “If any man thirst, let 
him come unto me, and drink. He that 
believeth on me..... out of his belly 
shall flow rivers of living water, (But 
this spake he of the Spirit, which they 
that believe on him should receive: for 
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the Holy Ghost was not yet given; be- 
cause that Jesus was not yet glorified.)” 
John -7:37-39. If I go not away, the 
Comforter will not come,” John 16:7. 
His last message, ‘Behold, I send the 
promise of my Father upon you: but 
tarry,” Luke 24:49. They returned and 
tarried ten days and the Comforter, 
promise of the Father, the Holy Ghost 
came. 

The Spirit never was referred to as 
God or Christ. “I will pray the Father, 
and he shall give you another Comforter, 

. .. even the Spirit of truth,” John 
14:16, 17. ““When he, the Spirit of truth, 
is come, he will guide you into all truth,” 
John 16:13. The fulfillment of this 
promise, the beginning of the Holy 
Ghost dispensation, began here on this 
day—Acts 2:4. “This is that which was 
spoken by the prophet Joel,” Acts 2:16. 

Now the Holy Ghost is doing His of- 
fice work. He is not seen but felt, and 
the effects made known in works—His 
dispensational grant of power. He is do- 
ing wonders, but as Christ did, working 
in unison with both. Not one desire or 
move is made but what all in the Trinity 
are concerned. He is calling to repent- 
ance, directing, guiding, teaching, em- 
powering souls, as He said. 

Peter said, “Ye shall receive power af- 
ter that the Holy Ghost is come upon 
vou,” Acts 1:8.

chosen and appointed Him to be the ex- 
ample and principle from whom all di- 
vine blessings are derived. He tells us, 
“Because I live ye shall live,” and He is 
called the firstfruits in 1 Cor. 15:20. 
The firstfruits were a pledge and assur- 
ance of the following harvest; and as 
from the condition of the firstfruits be- 
ing offered to God, the whole harvest 
was entitled to a consecration, so our 
Savior’s resurrection to the life of glory 
is the earnest and assurance of ours. He 
is the Head, believers are His members; 
therefore they shall have communion 
with Him in His life, It is recorded, to 
confirm the hope of believers. 

There should be no mistake if we 
rightly divide the Scriptures concerning 
the resurrection. It certainly began when 
Jesus rose and the main harvest will be 
the raptured saints, and even after they 
are gone there will be an innumerable 
host left that will go into the tribula- 
tion and the last three and a half years 
they will give their lives for the cause 
they love so well. These are the glean- 
ings of the harvest. The first resurrec- 
tion spoken of and explained in the 
Bible will not be over until these glean- 
ings are safe in the garners. 

It has been almost two thousand years 
since Jesus rose and the saints spoken of 
in Matt. 27:51-53 were taken up into 
paradise, but this resurrection is not com- 
plete and will not be until He comes on 
the clouds of glory and raises the dead in 
Christ and catches away those that are 
alive and remain until His coming. Then 
He takes them up in glory to Himself 
and there keeps them until the tribula- 
tion week is past. Then we have in Rev. 
19:11-15 a description of His coming to 
reign a thousand years. There will be a 
judgment of rewards given to the rap- 
tured saints as Paul tells us he had fought 
a good fight and kept the faith hence- 
forth there was a crown of righteous- 
ness laid up for all those who love His 
appearing, which the righteous judge 
shall give at that day. 2 Tim. 4:4-8 
shows that there will be a reward given 
to the righteous saints. Now the last 
white throne judgment spoken of in 
Rev. 20:11-15 will not take place until 
after the thousand years are finished. 
Verse 5, “But the rest of the dead lived 
not again until the thousand years were 
finished. This is the first resurrection.” 
In order to be included in the first re- 
surrection we must not only be holy but 
blessed. The blessed and holy dead will 
reign with Christ a thousand years. 

Our next piece will be ““The Time of 
the Rapture.”
